This is in further response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request for information in FBI 
files pertaining to the late Miguel Garriga. 


A search of the index to our Central Records System at FBI Headquarters (FBIHQ) located one 
document (cross reference) in a file on another subject identifiable to Miguel Garriga. This document 
(FBI file 62-HQ-60527 serial 30530) has now been processed pursuant to the provisions of the FOIA and is 
being released to you in its entirety. A copy of this document, consisting of 5 pages, is enclosed with this 
letter. 


This search also located documents maintained on microfilm that may or may not be responsive to 
Miguel Garriga. We have attempted to review this material, but have been unable to obtain it at this time. 
Please note that - due to the age of these documents prior to their being placed on microfilm - even if 
reproduced, they would most likely be illegible. 


This concludes the processing of FOIPA request number 1091412-000.

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Garriga pointed out that for three years prior to thts meeting, 
he did not destre to have any aescotattion wi th forgant aa tt one 
such as the American League for Peace and Democracy. He clatned 
that the Fascist uprising in Spain had changed his mind since 
his family was Still there, and that at that time he wae
